CHALLENGE FOR TAFT 





Calls Attention to Recent Pan- 
ics Under Republican 
Administrations. 





WINCHESTER, Ind., Oct. 31.—Wil- 
liam J. Bryan today issued what is prac- 
tically his last appeal to the voters this 
campaign. He summarizes the differ- 
ences between the mocratic and Re- 
publican promises and performances and 
defends the Democratic plans for the 
protection of labor and the guaranty of 
bank deposits. His appeal, addressed to 
the public, follows: 

‘As the campaign draws to a close, 
certain issues stand out clearly. The 
Democratic party. attempts to inaugu- 
rate an era of honesty in polities, com- 
pelling the publication of campaign con- 
tributions before the election. It seeks to 
bring the Government nearer to the 
people by the election of United States 
senators by direct vote. It seeks to re- 
store competition through legisiation 
which” will make a private monopoly 
impossible. 

“It seeks to reconcile labor and capital 
by legislation which will bring em- 
ployer and employe together in friendly 
co-operation and to this end it pro- 
poses the creation of a department of 
labor with a secretary of labor in the 
Cabinet; an amendment to the anti-trust

Secks Honesty in Government, 

“It seeks to gain legislation . which 
will create a guarantee fund sufficient 
to insure all bank depositors against 
loss. It seeks to cause a reduction of 
the tariff by gradual steps until the 
turiff laws will no longer be made in 
the interests of the few and at the ex- 
pense of the rest of the people.

Head of Board of Education 
Says Scholars Should Look 
Closely to Penmanship. 





More than 3500 samples of penman- 
ship have been sent to the Post-Dis- 
patch Handwriting Editor for entry in 
the handwriting contest. The contest 
mail fills several big baskets every day. 

The contest is hardly one week old 
and the enthusiasm with which the chil- 
dren have responded to the invitation 
to compete in penmanship shows what 
a lively interest the little folks take in 
that important subject.
